WASHINGTON, Jan. 03—The announce- 
ment tha,t; Senator Ingalls, of Kansas, 
would address the senate on the race 
question, drew a large crowd to the cap 
itol to-day. In preparatiom for its com- 
ing the number of dooikeepers at the 
doors of the senate galleries had been 
increased. 


Under ordinary conditions a gallery, 
running more than a quarter of the dis- 
tance around the chamberj is reserved 
for ladies and their escorts> but this 
morning one half of this gallery had 
bceu reserved for the friends of senators. 
At 11:30, therefore, when the doors of 
the galleries were thrown open, the 
crowd in the ^corridors was more than 
sufficient to fill the gallery space allowed 
the public, and before noon the ad- 
ditional congregation in the corridors 
had rendered passage around the gal- 
leries extremely difficult. 


The galleries too, filled quickly^ and 
at 1:30, half an hour before the hour set 
för Mr. IngsUs to speak, almost every 
seat had been taken. The diplomatic 
gallery alone looked empty. In the 
front row of the reserved gallery sat 
Mrs. Ingalls and her daughter. Mr. 
Ingalls did not appear in his seat during 
the morning hour. 


The senate droned along through tbe 
routine of the morning work. There 
was a^ constant buzz of conversation in 
the galleries. Senator Dawes and Sen- 
ator Blodgett were reading newspapers, 
Senator Wolcott examining a magazine, 
and members from the house of repre- 
sentatives walked about among the sen- 
ators chatting with them, or curiously 
watching the crowds in the gallery. 


At 1 'AO Senator Ingalls entered the 
chamber from the republican 
cloak 
rooms. 
A silk handkerchief 
bound 
his throat, an evidence of the attack of 
influenza from which he is still suffering. 
On Mr. Ingalls' desk were piled four 
bound volumes of the Congressional 
Record. He placed on them the port- 
folio containing his notes and sat down. 
In a few minutes he changed his seat to 
the one directly behind, where he ex- 
changed a few words with Secretary Eusk 
and General N. P. Banks. 


Then he returned to his own seat and 
opened a newspaper. Before the time 
announced for the delivery of his speech 
he removed from his neck the silk ker- 
chief and adjusted his cravat, while he 
engaged Senator Hale and Senator Man- 
derson in conversation. 


A few minutes before 2 o'clock Mrs. 
Morton entered the executive gallery. 
The wife of the attoiney-general and 
her two daughters and E. W. Halford, 
the president's private secretary, were 
also in the private gallery. 


At 2 o'clock exactly. Senator Ingalls 
arose and moved that the senate proceed 
to the consideration of the bill to assist 
the emigration of people of color from 
the southern states. He asked that it 
be read at length. 


A cry of "hush" went around the gal- 
lery as the senator from Kansas arose 
and the vice-president rapped sharply 
for order. 


Chief Clerk Johnson read the bill 
slowly and distinctly. 
As the reading 
proceeded the crowd on the floor in- 
creased so rapidly that all the available 
chairs in the cloak rooms were brought 
out. 


*'Mr. President, the race to which we 
belong is the most arrogant and preten- 
tious, the most exclusive and indomita- 
ble in history," were Mr. Ingall's open- 
ing words. 


Individualism, 
liberty, 
fraternity, 
and equality, he said, had been that 
races contributions to the state. 
Every 
other race had been its enemy or its 
victim. At every step of its progress, 
from barbarism to enlightenment, the 
Caucasion race had refused to assimilate 
with the Mongolian and African. The 
ablest sooth-sayer could not have fore- 
told the wonderful development of the 
first century of American independence. 


The frontier had been abolished, the 
climate conquered and the desert sub- 
jugated. From the latent rescources of 
the American constitution had been 
evoked great and unexpected powers. 
In it every creed had found a sanc- 
tuary; every wrong a redress. 
Upon 
the threshold of our second century the 
people of the United States were con- 
fronted by the most portentious prob- 
ever placed before a free people for 
solution. Jt involved in the belief of 
many (but nöf in his) the peimanency 
of onr form of government. It must be 
considered frankly and freely, without 
gnbteriuge and without reserve. 


Mr. Ingalls paid a glowing tribute to 
the late Heniy W, Grady, from whose 
oration delivered in Boston in Decem- 


ber iasi he quoted. 
He stent to the 
clerk's desk a liberal extract from Mr. 
Grady's speech to be read. At the con- 
clusion of the reading he continued his 
rematkó. 


In 1860 there were in the United 
States 
4á0,000; in 1870, 4,480,000; in 
1880, 6,580,000 negroes. He wished to 
say in passing that it was his ,belief that 
the increase shown from 1870 to 1880 
was a deliberate, premeditated fraud up- 
on the census, committed for the pur- 
pose of obtaining an increased repre- 
sentation. 


The line of cleairage between the white 
iüan and the black was distinci; and 
clear. íhere ^ s neither ahialgama- 
tion by f^ábsórptioñ or assimilation be- 
tweeu the races. Fred Douglf«, the 
most illustrious living representaláve of 
his race, (great he thought by his Cau- 
casion reinforcement than by his Afri- 
can blood) had said to him that when 
predjudice disappeared the i-aces would 
become homeogenious. 


He did not believe it. Such a solu- 
tion of the difficulty he thought would 
be impossible; if possible, most deplora- 
ble. History sl^owed that where the 
white and black had come together dur- 
ing the period of slavery it had been by 
compulsion. The children bom had 
claimed white fathers and black moth- 
ers; never black fathers and white moth- 
ers. There was no poisoning so fatal as 
the adulteration of races. The leaders 
of the south had come to the conclusion 
that the present state of affairs could 
not exist. 


They asked that the matter be dis- 
cussed amicably. 
The senator from 
South Carolina (MI\ Butler) deprecated 
animadversion. They would not hear 
it irom him. The most bitter criticism 
of the situation in the south was the 
truth. He did not claim a superiority 
of virtue for the north. 
His ancestors 
had owned slaves. 
He remembered 
with what interest as a boy he had read 
that school-book 
poem, 
beginning, 
"Chained in the market place he stood, 
a man of giant frame." 


The conscience of New England had 
not been aroused to a sense of the 
enormity of the slave system until it had 
become unprofitable (laughter). Besides 
a large part of the people of the north 
had not contemplated the freeing of the 
negro in the war for the Union. 


When the negro was freed he had 
been given the franchise—not for the 
purpose of perpetuating the republican 
party. That calumny had grown old 
enough to be superannuated and placed 
on the retired list. 


CJAS WORKS EXPliOSIOK. 


A Buildiugr Wrecked at Sioux City, 
Iowa—The Fire Fiend. 


Sioux 
CITY, Iowa, Jan. 23.—Two 
large reservoirs at the gas works ex- 
ploded late Tuesday night, with terrific 
force, wrecking the west end of the build- 
ing and causing a loss of S10,000. The 
shock shattered window glass within a 
radius of several blocks. 
Several em- 
ployes were 
seriously 
burned, but 
miraculously escaped with their lives. 


NASHVXLI/B, Tenn,, Jan. 23.—Fire 
last night almost totally destroyed the 
stock of L. Cohen & Company, whole- 
sale notions. The adjoining buildings 
occupied by the Nashville Saddlery 
company and Anderson, Green & Co., 
wholesale dry goods, were badly dam- 
aged, the second and third floors of An- 
derson, Green A Company being gutted. 
Losses estimated, Cohen & Company, 
$200,000; Anderson, Green & Company, 
^,000; Saddlery ' company, $100,000. 
The three firms were well insured. 


BOSTON, Jan. 23.—^Fire started at 
midnight last night, in the brick block 
running on Bristol and Thayer streets, 
from Albany street idmost to Harrison 
avenue, known as "Paul's Mills." The 
block was occupied by many firms, 
mostly in wood working or similar lines 
of trade. 
The fire was gotten under 
control at 2:30 o'clock. 
Although the 
building is not wholly destroyed the 
total loss will probably amount to$125,- 
000. 


During the progress of the fire a por- 
tion of the upper floor fell, carrying 
down Capt. Hiram Smith, Lieut. James 
H. Dean, Hoseman Albert Laskty, Wm. 
J. Killion and Ezra Bowman. 
They 
were rescued by the other firemen, but 
were badly bruised. 


PEOBIA, M . , Jan. 23.—Fire destroyed 
St. Paul'is Episcopal church last even- 
ing. It was the only Episcopal church 
in Peoria. The fire probably originated 
from the furnace. Loss, about $20,000; 
insurance small.

BISMABOE, N . D., Jan. 23—The house 
yesterday passed the insurance bill, 
adopting the New York form of policy. 
It also took a whack at commercial 
agencies and credit companies, passing 
a bill requiring any such company to 
deposit $100,000 with the state treasurer 
before transacting business. 


This is a blow at E. G. Dunn and 
Bradstreet, as well as at the little com- 
panies. Bills were also passed prohib- 
iting trusts or combinations among ele- 
vator men and grain dealers, and mak- 
ing it a misdemeanor to employ chil- 
dren under twelve years of age in mines 
or factories. 


MEMPHIS, Jan. 23.—^The mail car of 
the Ii'on Mountain train which left here 
Tuesday night was destroyed by fire 
near Knobel, Ark., yesterday morning. 
The car contained the mail for Texas 
points, St. Louis, Chicago, and the 
west, and registered matter to the 
amount of $4,000, all of which was lost. 
The fire was caused by the breaking of 
a lamp. 


DENVEB, Col., Jan. 23.—The Arrapa- 
hoe county grand jury has returned an- 
other indictment for conspiracy to de- 
fraud the state of Colorado against Secre- 
tary of State Eice, Collier & Cleveland, 
state printers, and Graham & Weber, 
furniture dealers. 
The frauds are 
claimed to have been concocted during 
the session of the seventh general as- 
sembly last winter, and money to the 
amount of $35,000 is claimed to have 
been secured on excessive charges for 
printing and furniture. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Jan. 23.—John 
Jarchow» aged forty, living at 506 Col- 
erain aveniie, committed suicide at 9 
o'^ockthis morning by shooting him- 
self in the head. For a week or more 
he has been complaining of neuralgia 
pains over the eyes. He was formerly a 
member of the firm of Pippenbrook & 
Jarchowr dealers in furnishing goods at 
437 and 438 Main street. Two years 
ago Jarchow 
suddenly 
disappeared, 
having had trouble with his partner. 
He left for Europe, living in his native 
city, Hamburg, until about six months 
ago when he unexpectedly returned. He 
left« widow, but no children. 


. I)TJBUQUB, Iowa, Jan. 23.—Judge Ney 
rendered a decision yesterday in the 
famous case of Father Jean, the deposed 
Catholic 
prieet, 
versuis Eight Eev. 
Bishop Hennessey, of the Iowa diocese. 
Father Jean was deprived of ecclesiasti- 
cal rights several years ago by Bishop 
Heniiessey for disobedience, and has 
ever since been seeking to get a hearing 
in the courts. Judge Ney decides that 
Bishop 
Hennessey acted within his 
ecclesiastical jurisdiction in silencing 
the priest and that the action is one a 
civil court cannot review, belonging 
solely to ecclesiastioal authority. The 
plaintiff will carry the matter to a higher 
court.

The Bifflculty About the Auditine of 
the Treasurer's Book. 


DETBOIT, Mich., Jan. 23.—Eev. Dr. 
Eeilly, treasurer of the Iiish National 
League, to-day shows a letter received 
from Eoger Kennedy the New York man 
appointed on the committee to audit his 
books. The recent gossip relative to his 
accounts was said to have arisen from 
Kennedy's refusal to serve. The letter 
is Kennedy's declination of a request for 
an early audit on the ground that he is 
too much engaged in business, accom- 
panied by an offer to serve ^ the audit 
is postponed until July. 


Dr. Eeilly looks on this letter as dis- 
proving the despatches that Kennedy 
was the kicker on the accuracy of his ac- 
counts. Kennedy referred the letter to 
the New York municipal court for the 
body to choose a substitute. Instead of 
doing that, says, that the doctor, the 
kickers who have control of that body 
took the occasion to condemn the whole 
management of the league. 


THE POPE. 


A Bumor of the Beath of the Pope 
Beceived in Hew York. 


NEAV YOBK, Jan. 23.—At the house of 
the rector of the Cathedral it was learn- 
ed this morning that no word had reach- 
ed there about the death of the Pope, a 
rumor of which was cabled to this coun- 
try last night. In the absence of Arch- 
bishop Corrigan, Mgr. Preston, vicar- 
general, is in charge of the diocese.

was said at his residence that no dis- 
patch had come from Eome and the 
news of the death of his holiness was 
not credited. 


A COAI4 FAMIKE. 


One is Threatened in tne Northern 
Part of Iowa. 


FOBT 
DODGE, "Jan. 23.—Northern 
Iowa is threatened with a coal famine, 
which, if the present cold weather con- 
tmues, will entail suffering. The Fort 
Dodge and Lehigh coal fields are the 
principal source of fuel supply for this 
region. 
At present more than half the 
miners are suffering from the grippe and 
unable to work. 
The others are work- 
ing night and day, but cannot supply 
the demand. 


MBS. WHITEHEAD. 


Is Held for the Murder of Bev. Pet- 
tit's Wife. 


LAFAYETTB, Ind., Jan. 23.—Yesterday 
afternoon Judge Langdon, of the Cir- 
cuit Court, admitted to bail Mrs. Elm a 
C. Whitehead, under indictment, with 
Eev. Wça. F. Pettit, for the poisoning 
of the latter's wife. The bail was. fixed 
at $10,000, which was promptly given, 
and the woman was released from cus- 
tody. Mr. Pettit is still behind the bars.

HUNTINGTON, Ind., Jan. 23.—James 
F. Bippus, the son of the vice-president 
of the Chicago and Atlantic railway, 
was married here yesterday, to Miss 
Myrtle Watkins, of this city.

PAVIXCt THE WAY. 


A Special Committee Visit Chicaso 
in the Interest of Ben-y Street. 


Quite a number of Berry street prop- 
erty holders are bent upon having Berry 
street paved with the best the country 
affords. 


The special committee detailed to 
visit Chicago returned last evening and 
it is understood that asphalt has first 
place in their estimation of what consti- 
tutes a first-class pavement for Beny 
street. 


The committtee wore shown courtesy 
at the hands of the civil engineer of Chi- 
cago, who showed them an asphalt pave- 
ment that had been laid five years and 
which is at present in as good condition 
as when it was laid. He recommended 
asphalt or cedar block, claiming the 
latter to make a good j>avement if prop- 
erly laid. 


The committee did not see a fire 
brick pavement, there being no such ma- 
terial laid in Chicago. They will go 
elsewhere to examine this pavement. 


The committee consisted of Jesse E. 
Straughn, Julius Nathan E. J, Fisher 
and Louis Griebel. 


HOW TO «ET PAVEMENTS. 


The Plan Under Which the Council 
Committees Will Work. 


At the meeting of the council as a 
committee of the whole last Tuesday 
evening, committees were appointed in 
each ward to decide on the kinds of 
pavement to be laid. 


These committees wiH not consult the 
wishes of every property holder on the 
proposed improved streets because they 
would find the residents too much at 
variance as to what material should be 
used. 


The plan that has been suggested and 
which will probably be jjursued is a 
methodical one. 


The committees are to meet, talk over 
and decide on certain kinds of pave- 
ment on certain streets. Their decision 
is reported to the council in the form of 
a resolution which will be disposed of as 
that body may see fit. 


By way of example. The councilmen 
who constitute the committee to decide 
on a pavement for Broadway. They, 
conclude that fire brick, cedar block or 
some other pavement will be the proper 
thing to recommend. The resolution to 
pave that thoroughfare with such mater- 
ial goes before the council where it is 
most likely adopted. 


Should any of the residents of said 
street have reason to object to the pave- 
ment selected, they have the privilege of 
filing a remonstrance before the council 
which must of course, receive courteoiis 
attention fi-om that body. Then a peti- 
tion could be filed for whatever pavement 
would be more satisfactory. Some of 
the councilmen will notatteinpt to sound 
the ideas of their constituents, looking 
upon such action as only conducive of 
embarassment and harm. It is believed 
that committees will be ready to report 
to the council at the next meeting. 


The fire brick ia considerably favored 
by some of the councilmen, and a com- 
mittee may go to several cities where it 
has been in use for some time, to ascer- 
tain its practicability and durability. 


Other pavements are also favored, and 
it would be no easy matter to predict 
what will go down on any of the streets 
Brinsins Mr. Pendleton's Body Home.

Port Wayne hospitality is pro- 
verbial and she will treat her visitors 
handsomely. 


THE newspaper reporters who had ex- 
pected to interview Nellie Ely, the 
famed all-around-the-world tourist, when 
she passed through this city on her way 
from the west to New York, will be dis- 
appointed. 
Nellie has concluded to 
change her route and will not pass 
through Fort Wayne, 


IT is becoming the custom for busy 
and wealthy women to have young 
ladies for private secretaries. The fem- 
inine private secretery keeps the run of 
the visiting list, answers notes and 
makes engagements and excuses. Her 
duties require an excellent education, 
high bred manners and the greatest tact 
and delicacy. 


JUDGE PABKER, of the Arkansas dis- 
trict court, who is spoken of Jas the prob- 
able successor of Judge Brewer on the 
circuit bench, has had more criminal 
practice before him than any other fed- 
eral judge living or dead. He has sen- 
tenced eighty men to be l^iwged. The 
most of this lively work occurs in the 
Indian Territory. 


THE oldest lawsuit on record is now 
being tried in the highest Russian court 
at St. Petersburg. 
It was brought 600

ANTIPIBINISM is the name of a malady 
which corresponds to alcoholism. It is 
brought on by the continued and exces- 
sive use of antipyrine, which is in favor 
just now for the treatment of the influ- 
enza. Dr. Regnard, an eminent medi- 
cal authority of France, is out with a 
warning against the frequent use of the 
drug and the warning is one which 
should he heeded, because antipyrine is 
as dangerous as morphine or cocaine. 
It is another form of an old evil. 
In 
effect it can be more deadly than the 
grip and it is more to be feared. 


GOVERNOR CAMPBENIJ in a recent let- 
ter said: "The tariff will be an issue in 
every election until one of the two 
parties keeps its pledges of reducing 
tariff taxes. The late election in Ohio 
was earned on the issue of tariff reform. 
We propose to make the congressional 
fight on the same issue next fall. In 
1891, just a year prior to the presidential 
election, there is another gubemational 
election. That will be fought on the is- 
sue of tariff reform. We should com- 
mejice an educational campaign on this 
question right off and keep it up.." 


JAMES FOBTNEB, the defaulting treas- 
urer of Riley county, 
Kansas, an- 
nounces his intention of committing 
suicide in a novel manner. He prefers 
death, he says, to the puaishment for 
Jiis crime, and he has resolved to die. 
The jail guards have removed eveiy- 
thing from his cell which might be used 
as a weapon for selfidestraotion, but the 
prisoner intends to (mt-wit them by 


starving himself to death. Sinoe leav- 
ing Memphis Sunday night he has eaten 
nothing nor has he drank so much as a 
mouthful of water. During this same 
length of time he has not slepi He is 
already thin and emaciated. 


JOHN W. MAOEAÏ, of bonanza^ame, is 
on the ocean, homeward bound. 
Mr. 
Mackay's friends aver that his telegraph 
investments amount to about $11,000,- 
000, principally represented by the pos- 
tal telegraph lines and the Mackay 
cables. 
They also claim that he has 
been offered $19,000,000 cash for these 
interests, which, they add, are not for 
sale. It is said Mr. Mackay proposes to 
expend about $3,500,000 more in build- 
ing up his telegraph ^stem, and that 
he will make these expenditures out of 
the income derived from both com- 
panies—the telegraph lines and cables— 
and that when this shall have been done 
the earning power of the latter wiU be 
equal to the Western Union. 


A TABIFF liESSOK. 


The Gazette desii-es us to give it a 
tariff lesson, and we comply with its re- 
quest. Here it is: 


If the Gazette will consult any reliable 
table showing the actual imports into 
the United States for the year ending 
January, 1887, it will find the duty 
actually paid on the following articles to 
be this; Salt, 40 to 80 per cent.; rice, 
103 per cent. ; sugar, 82 per cent. ; mo- 
lasses, 28 per cent.; pickles, 35 per 
cent. ; raisins, 35 per cent. ; prunes, 30 
per cent.; figs, 36 per cent.; window 
glass, 60 to 106 per cent. : knives, 50 per 
cent. ; soap, 27 per cent. ; dress goods, 
fort wool, not valued over 20 cents per 
yard, 68 per cent. ; woolen cloth not 
valued over 80 cents per yard, 90 per 
cent.; worsteds, 68 to 72 per cent.; 
cloaks and ladies' garments, 68 per 
cent. 


The list might be extended through a 
column. "But," 
the 
Gazette 
may 
say the working man does not buy im- 
ported goods so he does not pay any of 
these taxes. Let him then read these 
words of the Hon. Knote Nelson, repub- 
lican congressman 
from 
Minnesota, 
spoken March 29, 1888: 


"In the face of the fact that so many 
of the barest necessaries of life are 
loaded down with the highest kind of 
tariff taxes, it makes me sick at heart to 
think that there are leading men on this 
(republican) side of the chamber who 
can find at this Juncture, and under 
these circumstances, no other field for 
tax reduction than the internal revenue 
taxes on spirits and tobacco. Surely 
these things are not the diet on which 
the poor laboring man keeps his family. 


"Worthier, better 
and 
juster, 
it 
seems to my mind, would it be to give 
our people—the toiling masses—cheaper 
food, cheaper fuel, cheaper clothing and 
cheaper shelter—cheaper because re- 
leased from the heavy and unnecessary 
bondage of high tariff taxes." Was this 
eloquent republican congressman circu- 
lating'bald-headed' Oobden club lies, 
or does the Gazette wish to read him 
out of the party ? Was Senator Allison 
taken in by emisaries of the Cobden 
club when, on March 
24;th, 
1870, 
he said: "I will say with regard to 
the duty on wool and woolens, that I re- 
gard it not as an intentional fraud, but 
as operating as though it were a fraud 
upon the great body of the people of the 
United State?." Is Senator Allison a 
respected member of his party? 


If a protective tariff does not enable 
the American manufacturer to get more 
for his goods than he could without any 
tariff, what is a protective tariff for? If 
the tax on wool does not make wool 
more expensive to the manufacturer by 
making him pay the wool-grower a 
higher price than he could otherwise 
get, what is the tax on wool for ? If 
the tax adds nothing to the cost to the 
consumer, why was a bill introduced 
into congress, after the great Chicago 
fire, to give Chicago building materials 
free ? 
Why did the lumber barons 
charter a car ; and make all haste to 
Washington to have lumber exempted 
from the operation of the bill ?

and why did they succeed ?

HEAP v o i t THE HEliPJUESS: 


F«rt Wayne's New Bnlldlnii for tbe 
Feeble aUnded Cliildren JDe- 
ècrlbed by au Indianapolis 
Beporter. 


A few days ago Mr. Ernest P. Biok- 
nell, a r^orter for the Indianapolis 
News, visited the new building of the 
School for Feeble Minded Youth, which 
has been erected in this city, and in 
last evening's News he publishes an in- 
teresting two column article on the sub- 
ject. 


After reviewing at" some length the 
causes that led to the erection of the 
new building, the legislature's action 
on thé subject, and many other inter- 
esting details in connection with the 
work and the benefit of the institution, 
he gives a description of the new build- 
ing in Fort Wayne. 


Speaking on the subject, he has this 
to say: 


"Indiana has always been among the 
first to adopt humane measures for the 
aid and protection of its people. A 
dozen years ago the general assembly 
provided 
for an asylum for feeble- 
minded children, to be carried on in 
con junction with the soldiers' and sail- 
ors' orphan home at Knightstown. The 
institution was opened in a small way, 
and because of the inadequacy of the 
buildings and the limitations of the law 
it did not become prominent or import- 
ant except in so far as it stood for an ad- 
vanced idea. 


In 1885 the legislature broadened the 
law which before had limited the eligi- 
bles to feeble-minded children under 
sixteen years of age. The amendment 
provided that a school, or more properly 
an asylum, should be established, inde- 
pendent of any other institution, in 
which not only feeble-minded, but also 
idiotic, paralytic, epileptic and imbecile 
children were to be received. Fifty 
thousand dollars was appropriated for 
the erection of a suitable building for 
the school at Fort Wayne. 


"Before the last meeting of the legis- 
lature it became evident that if the 
school for feeble minded children was 
to be mafie what it should be, the state 
would have to be much more liberal 
than before in dealing with it. 
When 
the law-makers met, a bül was intro- 
duced and eventually passed, which 
added the sum of $187,300 to the former 
building fund of $50,000, and increased 
the maintenance fund from $36,000 to 
$72,000 per year. 
The increased main- 
tenance revenue, however, was not to 
begin until November 1, 1889. 
The 
new building at Fort Wayne now be- 
came the center of plans for a vast 
structure, designed to have a capacity of 
500 children and the requisite force of 
employes. 
Work on the additions was 
begun at once, and now an imposing 
building crowns the hül where the com- 
paratively small $50,000 building stood 
a year ago. 


"It fronts south, commanding a fine 
view of the town, a mile and a half dis- 
tantr Its frontage is 360 feet and depth 
128 feet. It is divided into three parts, 
which are connected only by narrow 
passages and these may be instantly 
closed by fire proof doors. The eastern 
division or wing will be occupied by the 
girls, the western by the boys and the 
central by the employes and oflScers. 
The central wing also contains the 
chapel, the general kitchen and the 
girls' dining room. 


"The building is of brick, three stor- 
ies high above a basement, and so ar- 
ranged that the large windows let a 
flood of light into every corner. 
Pro- 
vision has been made for elcctric light- 
ing and heating by natural gas. 
Two 
hospitals are yet to be erected, and a 
commodious bam as well. 
The build- 
ing complete, with hospitals, 
boiler 
house, bam and fifiy-five acres of land, 
will cost $237,300. 
The visitor who 
knows something of the usual cost of 
public buildings, will be surprised at 
the great results which have 
been 
reachèd with this sum of money. 


"The trastees assisted by the super- 
intendent have jealously watched every 
step taken in the process of erection, 
and aré willing to compare the relative 
cost and results of the work with those 
of any other public institution in the 
country. 
The 
building is finished 
plainly in hard, southern pine, with the 
tile floors in the halls. There is near 500 
feet of hallway on each floor. The 
chapel is a beautiful room, with gothic 
windows and a lofty roof, ceiled with 
pine and supported by massive, crossed 
and interlocking beams and braces of 
the same wood, finished in oil. A solid, 
square tower of brick; trimmed in stone, 
rises above the central wing and sup- 
plies what is needed to give an appear- 
ance of completeness and beauty to the 
whole."

M a b i n i c a n JBlTovt t o Have Congress 
I n e r e a s e T h e i r Pay>-]!liew8 F r o m 
t h e fiasy Centers. 


No branch of the public eemce, if 
measured by its usefulness to the people, 
is more important than the railway mail, 
says the Indianapolis Journal. Without 
it, fast mail trains and daily service 
would be of little use, so large is the 
amount of matter that must be handled 
rapidly on trains, and handled with ac- 
curacy. The railway postal clerk mus 
be a man of superior intelligence and 
capacity, in the prime of life, and must 
possess many qualifications which would 
make him a valuable man in any branch 
of business requiring a disciplined mind, 
an active brain and rapid execution. 


Consequently the men who are fitted 
to discharge the duties of the railway 
postal clerk are not over eight or ten in 
a hundred of those who apply for such 
positions. It is no place for the dullard 
or the man who is seeking a "soft snap." 
The ineflScient cannot be tolerated, for 
they are sure to be found out by their 
mistakes and blunders, and when found 
out, no amount of influence will save 
them their positions. 


While this branch of the service re- 
quires first-class brains and physical 
powers, the men who perform it receive 
the poorest compensation in the whole 
round of government employments. The 
department clerk, who can perform but 
one kind of service, is paid at least $1,- 
000 or $1,200 a year, while the postal 
clerk, who is required to work twelve or 
fifteen hours a day, under the highesf 
pressure, and to possess a much higher 
grade of ability, receiyes less pay in an 
employment which is full of danger, 
and which is sure to make a heavy draft 
upon his vital powers. 
Half the time, 
when on duty, the postal clerk is com- 
pelled to be away from his home, which 
entails much greater expense than if he 
lived in one place. 


The postal clerks are now making an 
effort to obtain a fixed compensation 
which makes $800 the pay of the clerk 
of the lowest grade and $1,600 that of 
the highest, and it is probable that a 
bill to that effect will be passed during 
the present session of congress.

with what interest as a boy he had read 
that school-book poem, 
beginning, 


"Chained in the market place he stood, 
a mau of giant frame." 


The conscience of New England had 


not been aroused to a fcense of the 
enormity of the slave system until it had 
become unprofitable (laughter). Besides 
a large part of the people of tho north 
had not contemplated tue ireeing 01 me 
negro in the war for the Union. 


When the negro was freed he had 


been given tho franchise— not for the 
purpose of perpetuating the republican 
party. That calumny had grown old 
enough to be superannuated aud placed 
on the retired list.

table showing the actual imports into 
the United States for the year ending 
January, 1887, it will find fhe duty 
actually paid on the following articles to 
bo this; Salt, 40 to 80 per cent.; rice, 
103 per cent.; sugar, 82 per cent.; mo- 
lasses, 28 per cent,; pickles, 35 per 
cent.; raisins, 35 per cent.; prunes, 30 
per cent.; figs, 36 per cent.; window 
glass, 60 to 106 per cent.: knives, 50 per- 
cent. ; soap, 27 per cent.; dress goods, 
fort wool, not valued over 20 cents per 
yard, 68 per cent.; woolen cloth not 
valued over 80 cents per yard, 90 per 
cent.; worsteds, G8 to 72 per cent.; 
cloaks and ladies' garments, 68 per 
cent. 


The list might be extended through a 


column. "But," the 
Gazette may 


say the working man does not buy im- 
ported goods so he does not pay any of 
these taxes. Let him then read these 
words of the Hon. Knote Nelson, repub- 
lican congressman 
from 
Minnesota, 


spoken March 29, 1888: 


"In the face of the fact that so many 


of the barest necessaries of life are 
loaded down with the highest kind of 
tariff taxes, it makes me sick at heart to 
think that there are leading men on this 
(republican) side of the chamber who 
can find at this juncture, and under 
these circumstances, no other field for 
tax reduction than the internal revenue 
taxes on spirits and tobacco. Surely 
these things are not tho diet on which 
the poor laboring man keeps his family. 


"Worthier, better and juster, it 


seems to my mind, would it be to give 
our people—tho toiling masses—cheaper 
food, cheaper fuel, cheaper clothing and 
cheaper shelter—cheaper because re- 
leased from the heavy and unnecessary 
bondage of high tariff taxes." Was this 
eloquent republican congressman circu- 
lating'bald-headed' Oobden club lies, 
or does the Gazette wish to read him 
out of the party ? Was Senator Allison 
taken in by emisaries of the Cobden 
club when, on March 
24th, 1870, 


he said: "I will say with regard to 
the duty on wool and woolens, that I re- 
gard it not as an intentional fraud, but 
as operating as though it were a fraud 
upon the great body of the people of the 
United States."

Fort Wayne's Xew Building for the 


Feeble Minded Children »e- 


scrlbed by au Xmliaiiapolis 


Kcportcr. 


A few days ago Mr. Ernest P. Biek- 


nell, a reporter for the Indianapolis 
News, visited the new building of the 
School for Feeble Minded Youth, which 
has been erected in this city, and in 
last evening's News he publishes an in- 
teresting two column article on tho sub- 
ject. 


After reviewing at some length the 


causes that led to the erection of the 
new building, tho legislature's action 
on the subject, and many other inter- 
esting details in connection with the 
work and the benefit of the institution, 
he gives a description of the new build- 
ing in Fort Wayne. 


Speaking on the subject, he has this 


to say: 


"Indiana has always been among the 


first to adopt humane measures for the 
aid and protection of its people. A 
dozen years ago tho general assembly 
provided 
for an asylum for feeble- 


minded children, to bo carried on in 
conjunction with the soldiers' and sail- 
ors' orphan homo at Knightstown. The 
institution was opened in a small way, 
and because of tho inadequacy of the 
buildings and tho limitations of the law 
it did not become prominent or import- 
ant except in so far as it stood for an ad- 
vanced idea. 


In 1885 the legislature broadened the 


law which before had limited the eligi- 
bles to feeble-minded children under 
sixteen years of age. Tho amendment 
provided that a school, or more properly 
an asylum, should be established, inde- 
pendent of any other institution, in 
which not only feeble-minded, but also 
idiotic, paralytic, epileptic and imbecile 
children were to be received. Fifty 
thousand dollars was appropriated for 
the erection of a suitable building for 
the school at Fort, Wayne. 


"Before the last meeting of the legis- 


lature it became evident that if tho 
school for feeble minded children was 
to be made what it should be, the state 
would have to be much more liberal 
than before in dealing with it. 
When 


the law-makers met, a bill was intro- 
duced and eventually passed, which 
added the sum of. §187,300 to the foimer 
building fund of $50,000, and increased 
the maintenance fund from §36,000 to 
372,000 per year. 
The increased main- 


tenance revenue, however, was not to 
begin until November 1, 1889. The 
new building at Fort Wayne now be- 
came the center of plans for a vast 
structure, designed to have a capacity of 
500 children and the requisite force of 
employes. 
Work on tho additions was 


begun at once, and now an imposing 
building crowns the hill where the com- 
paratively small §50,000 building stood 
a year ago. 


"It fronts south, commanding a fine 


view of the town, a mile and a half dis- 
tant; Its frontage is 360 feet and depth 
128 feet. It is divided into three parts, 
which are connected only by narrow 
passages and these may be instantly 
closed by fire proof doorp. The eastern 
division or wing will bo occupied by the 
girls, the western by the boys and the 
central by the employes and officers. 
The central wing also contains the 
chapel, the general kitchen and the 
girls' dining room. 


"The building is of brick, three stor- 


ies high above a basement, aud so ar- 
ranged that the large windows let a 
flood of light into every corner. Pro- 
vision has been made for electric light- 
ing and heating by natural gas. Two 
hospitals are yet to be erected, and a 
commodious barn as well, 
Tho build- 


ing complete, with hospitals, boiler 
house, barn and fifiy-fivo acres of land, 
will cost $237,300. 
The visitor who 


kuows something of the usual cost of 
public buildings, will bo surprised at 
the great results which have 
been 


reached with this sum of money. 


"The trustees assisted by tho super- 


intendent have jealously watched every 
step taken in the procets of erection, 
and are willing to compare the relative 
cost and results of the work with those 
of any other public institution in the 
country. 
Tho building is finished 


plainly in hard, southern pine, with the 
tile floors in tho halls. There is near 500 
feet of hallway on each Hoor. Tho 
chapel is a beautiful room, with gothic 
windows and a lofty roof, coiled with 
pine and supported by massive, crossed 
and interlocking beams and braces of 
the same wood, finished in oil. A solid, 
square tower of brick; trimmed in stone, 
rises above tbe central wing and sup- 
plies what is needed to give an appear- 
ance of completeness aud beauty to tho 
whole." 


Individuals Adopting Dishonest Gov-

patches that "counterfeiters" were mak- 
ing silver dollars out of real silver, full 
weight, creates intense interest. 


"I have been expecting for years that 


rogues would do this," said one banker. 
"The field is so inviting. The Govern- 
ment robs somebody of thirty cents on 
every dollar it issues, and the individual 
robber has accepted the opportunity to 
be equally dishonest. 


"The Government pays seventy cents 


for 412} grains of silver, and pads it out 
at 100. Here is a per cent, gain of over 
forty per cent. No one has a right to 
make these dollars, even if he should put 
more silver in them than the Government 
does."

RAILWAY JAIL CLERKS, 


llakiug an Effort to Hare Congress 


Increase Their Pay—Xens From 


the Busy Centers. 


No branch of tho public service, if 


measured by its usefulness to the people, 
is more important than the railway mail, 
says the Indianapolis Journal. Without 
it, fast mail trains and daily service 
would be of little use, so largo is tho 
amoxiut of matter that must be handled 
rapidly on trains, aud bandied with ac- 
curacy. The railway postal clerk must 
be a mau of superior intelligence and 
capacity, ia the prime of life, aud uust 
possess many qualifications which would 
make him a valuable man in any branch 
of business requiring a disciplined mind, 
an active brain aud rapid execution. 


Consequently the men who are fitted 


to discharge the duties of the railway 
postal clerk are not over eight or ten in 
a hundred of those who apply for such 
positions. It is no place for the dullard 
or the man who is seeking a "soft snap." 
The inefficient cannot bo tolerated, for 
they are sure to be found out by their 
mistakes aud blunders, and when found 


out, 
no amount of influence will save 


them their positions. 


While this branch of tho service re- 


quires first-class brains aud physical 
poweis, the men who perform it leceive 
tho pooiest compensation in iho whole 
round of government employ men in, Tho 
department clerk, who can perform but 
one kind of service, is paid at least $1,- 
000 or §1,200 a year, while the postal 
clerk, who is required to work twelve or 
fifteen hours a day, under the highest 
pressure, and to possess a much higher 
grade of ability, receives less pay in an 
employment which is full of danger, 
and -which is sure to make a heavy draft 
upon his vital powers. 
Half the time, 


when on duty, the postal clerk is com- 
pelled to be away from his home, which 
entails much greater expense than if he 
lived in one place. 


Tho postal clerks are now making an 


effort to obtain a fixed compensation 
which makes $800 the pay of the clerk 
of the lowest grade and gl,GOO that of 
the highest, and it is probable that u 
bill to that effect will be passed during 
the present session of congress.
